But when after the Deloge the Life of Man 
was brought Z degrees to x 4 AR and 
ten, or Fee: years, and much of the latter 
part of that ſmall period became unfit for bu» *| 
neſs by fickneſs and other calamities of old age, 
and the affairs of - the World\grew numerous, | 
whether confidered as paſt, or preſent ; then it 
became neceſſary that Memorials ſhould be 
kept for the relief of humane infirmity, the per- 
petuation of the memory of Attions, and that 
mankind, whothad but a ſhort time to Ire upon 
the. Earth, might in that time be quickly and 
 eafily furni bed with an artificial Experience, 
. derived from an artificial Memory ; by which 
Governours might be qualified for government, 
and Subjetts diſpoſed to a dutifal ſubmiſſion to 
the Prudence and Condutt of their Superiours : 
- that- ſo this. ſhort'\axd tranſitory Life of Man 
night be rendered as wiſe and happy as it was 
poſhuble, and-that Piety tos might be nouriſhed 
in the minds. of men by a ſerious refletion on 
the Works of Gods Providence manifeted in the 
_ ſeveral effetts of his wiſe Condutt in the govern- 
_ nent. of the World, whereby he has in every Age 
demonſtrated bis Fuſtice and Mercy in dealong

 +:Theſe were the; Cauſes. of. the. invention. of 
Letters, and of writing Eiftories or Memoires 
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Events for. the uſe of Paſterity, by thoſe 
that had ſeem them, or were otherwiſe well in- 
 farm'd concerning them. And thoſe into whoſe

hands theſe firft Monuments fell, were mighty 
Fond of them , and by often reading and deep- 
ly confidering them, in a ſhort time much im- 
 prov'd themſelves inWiſdom, Virtxe, and Pie- 
' ty. For the firſt and moſt ancient Stories were 
written without any vain pomp of affefed 
Words or Rhetorical Expreſſions : ' the Fiſto- 
ria not courting the Applauſe, but labouring 
hard for the Improvement of the Reader : And . 
he again repairing to thoſe venerable Repoſito- 
ries, not to ſeek a vaniſhing Light, unprofitable 
Pleaſure and Devertiſement, but a ſoltd and 
durable Improvement, and the Rules of Irving 
well and wiſely. So there. # a threefold uſe of 
- Hiſtory: Political, Moral, and Divine. Of 
all which, vriefy in their order. 

The Political uſe of Hiſtory is twofold : firſt, 
& it relates to Governours; and they, as it re- 
lates to Subjefs or Inferiours. 

The advantages Princes and Great men, who 
are to govern others, do or a reap from the 
. reading of Hiſtories well and wiſely written, 
. are innumerable ; but then they are to ſuch ſo 
well known, that I need not ſpend anygtime to 
remark them here ; my defigne not beinz to 1n- 
Rtrutt my Betters, but to improve ( if 1 may ) 
my Equals. i BET. 

And as to Subjefts, the uſe of Fiiſftorv is not 

much Jeſs ; by which, if they would ſeriouſly 
. reflect afor what 1; paſt, they might learn many 
things that would be of great v4 them, and 
render theirs aud their Governours lives more 
Fafie and happy.
